Introduction to Sale 


Our last sale of 1980 is divided into four specialized areas. 


The Roman silver coins are some of the more important pieces from an exten- 
sive ancient collection on hand. The ones listed in this sale are of showcase 
quality which should attract intense competition both from floor and mail 
bidders. Our next sale will include the remainder of this collection. 


The collection of Vereinsmuenzen forming the second section of the sale is 
virtually complete by type, date and mintmark. It was started in the mid- 


1950’s when few published references were available, except on major types 


> 


and intensely pursued until five years ago. Only a handful of pieces are missing. 
Interestingly, the rarities in this collection generally are of higher grade than 


the common pieces. 


Strategies for Mail Bidders 


Our reputation and consistently high results at auc- 
tion is mainly due to mail bidders who have become 
repeat clients. We are always pleased to work closely 
with bidders in following their special instructions. 
Where possible, lots are purchased for mail bidders 
below their maximum bids. This occurs on about 
20% of the lots purchased by mail bidders.

4. List your bids in numerical order instead of skip- 
ping around. This helps prevent bidder errors and is 
easier to enter into the bid book. Please recheck 
your bid sheet. 


5. Do not be afraid to bid over estimate if you feel 
a lot is worth it. Most tie bids occur on lower priced 
items. 


6. Bid the absolute maximum any lot of interest is 
worth to you. Once a sale has been called, we can 


not increase your bid. We will always try to pur- 
chase the lot for you as inexpensively as possible. 


7. If you want a percentage increase on any lot or 
lots, indicate this on your bid sheet. We prefer that 
you do this as a conscious effort rather than just 
checking a percentage increase box. Using the lat- 
ter approach, several large houses have increased 
their default rate. 


8. Always read the Terms of Sale. Not only are 
these different between auction houses but may 
change from sale to sale. 


9. If you have a specific total limit on the amount 
of your purchases, we can generally follow your in- 
structions even if you bid up to 4 times your total 
limit. We may be able to enter your bids in the bid 
book or have one of our assistants represent you 
from the floor. This way you can submit more bids, 
increasing your chances of success without over ex- 
tending your budget. This gives mail bidders one of 
the traditional advantages of floor bidders.

Vereinsmuenzen 


In 1857, an effort was made to unite all of Austria, Germany and Liechtenstein under a consolidated new Uni- 
veral Coinage System. This coinage was used throughout the Germanic portion of the Holy Roman Empire and 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 


This sytem was based on a 500 gram metric pound with 30 Vereinstalers or 15 Double Vereinstalers equal to 
“ein pfund fein.” 


The Austro-Prussian War of 1866 split the structure with Austria in 1867. The whole system was abandoned for 
the gold standard with the Mark as a unit of coinage shortly after the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-1871. Vereins- 


talers circulated in Germany until 1918 being used as 3 Mark coins.

Our sale presented here for public auction in New York contains some outstanding lots in 
each of the four major sections. As mentioned in the Introduction, the ancient Roman 
silver and the Vereinmuenzen come from two fine collections. The gold coins represent 
select offerings from many consignors as do the medals. In our last catalog, we had men- 
tioned that medals would be a Mail Bid Only section. However, in reviewing the medals, 
enough were sufficiently important to be included in a floor sale. We do try to be selec- 
tive in the medals we choose to auction since they are time consuming to research well 
and can easily take more space in a catalog than we can justify. 


We would like to thank Galerie des Monnaies for their generosity in allowing us to use 
their facilities for viewing lots on the Monday before the sale. For complete information 
on inspecting lots in this sale, please refer to the second page of this catalog. 


We do have a few other comments regarding this sale. First, we will not honor bids from 
clients with outstanding accounts from our October sale or previous sales. Second, please 
do not call us the day after a sale requesting prices realized on specific lots. This is a very 
busy time for our office staff and the phone interruptions merely delay notificatiion to 
bidders of the outcome. Finally, we are able to assist most bidders in executing special 
instructions regarding alternate lots, increases, limits, etc. Do feel free to note such 
instructions on your bid sheet if desired and we will make every effort to accommondate 
you. On page eight of this catalog, we have made additional comments regarding mail 
bid strategies. 


Our October sale was a great success. We had 900 mail bidders and over 60 registered 
floor bidders. Prices on World Coins exceeded expectations. Additionally, there was 
intense competition for the Fraser Plasters and Ancient coins. 


We have received some comments on the illustrations in our catalogs. All photos are of 
the actual coins being sold. A conscious attempt is made to illustrate the lots as they 
appear to the naked eye. We additionally try to visually represent any defects on a coin. 
The technique we use actually even illustrates the dust motes on a coin. All lot descrip- 
tions are reviewed by me to insure consistency in grading and comments. 


Locally our coin shop, Capital Coins, is growing. It will be on the FACTS circuit in the 
immediate future. 


We are accepting consignments for our upcoming auctions which include a Lansing Auc- 
tion in February, the MSNS Spring Auction at the Hyatt Regency in Dearborn, MI, and 
the C.O.1.N. Auction in Los Angeles in June. You may ship consignments directly to us 
or contact us first by phone or mail. Marie Johnson, George Beach, Al Patterson, Car! 
Berkowitz and Milt Fishgold have all agreed to act as agents to accept consignments and 
see that they are delivered to us. We also have similar arrangements with representatives in 
Canada, England, Germany, Japan, and Australia. 


Additionally, we would like to thank Carl Berkowitz, Marie Johnson and Ingrid O'Neil 
for their specialized assistance in helping catalog our sales this past year. 


We would additionally like to thank all our bidders and consignors who have helped make 
this past year successful. Please accept our best wishes for the coming year.
